Passenger Sewice to Be 
Inaugurated. — 


BASE AT LUI CHOW. 
Canton, Yesterday. 

According to the Acting Direc- 
tor of the Canton Aviation 
Bureau,, Mr. Wong. Kwohg-yul, Lui 
Chow, an Jmportant port at the 
Southern part of the province, has 
been chosen for the southern ter-'

REFORESTATION. 


More Trees to Be Grown 
in Kwangtung., 


Canton, Yesterday, 

The question of agricultural 
and forestry has always the close 
attentlon of the Government, but 
due to internal strife and the fn- 
fluence and activities of Commun- 
ists, the cultivation of trees and 
plants, under scientific control and 
on large scale has not always 
been possible. The. Government 
has now decided not to leave this 
important problem entircly in the 
hands of the farmers and plant- 
ers but to co-operaft and super- 
vise with the people in the matter, 
for which purpose two experimen- 
tal stations have been established 
one at Koo Yew for the districts 
along the West River and the 
other at Ying Tack for those 
along fhe North River. 

These two districts are very 
well favoured by nature. and are 
most suitable for the purpose of 
distributing and collecting plants 
and scientific advice to the 94 dis- 
tricts of the province. It is sug- 
gested that compulsory measures 
be taken for cach district to plant 
50,000 trees yearly so that in ten 
years’ time, taking the very low 
figure of $2 per tree for calcula- 
tion, a sum of approximately 
100,000,000 “would be added to. 
the national — revenue.—Canton 
News Agency. , - apes

EFFECT ON BRITAIN'S FAR EAST 
_ SHIPPING. - 


PORT-FACILITIES. 


The <Acting-High Commissioner 
of Canada In London has been in- 
formed by the Deputy-Minlster of 
Railways and Canals at Ottawa 
that a limited construction service 
will be in operation on tho Hudson 
Bay Railway during tho coming 
summer, as a result of which more 
rapid construction of the harbour 
facilities at Churchill will be 
rendered possible. In tho spring a 
contract will be let for the con- 
atruction of 
elevator of the rapid transfer type 
and costing £500,000, 


.The work of dredging the har- 
bour and providing the docks ts 
proceeding and it is expected that 
this work will be sufficiently ad- 
vanced for the harbour faellities to 
be utilised in connection with the 
movement of the 1931 grain crop. 
It is estimated that the projected 
docks and equipment will 
about £600,000, The responsibility 
for the administration of the town- 
site itself will be with the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Manitoba. 

Opinions Diiter. 

.The completion of the new 
Hudson Bay port at Churchill, 
Monltoba, will place the entire 
drea of Western Canada, particu- 
larly that in the Prairie Provinces, 
in direct and close connection with 
soft water. Opinions differ as to 
the probable length of the naviga- 
tion season, but there is consider- 
ed to be every reason to. expect 
that with modern aids to shipping 
the route will be available for a 
sufficient portion of each year to 
justify the faith of its promoters. 

Geographically, the port {3 well 
located from the standpoint of 
commercial possibilities. It is ex- 
pected to become the operating and 
distributing centre for the develop- 
ment.of the natural resources of 
northern Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan, an area greater by far 
than the southern districts of those 
Provinces already under cultiva- 
tlon which have contributed . «so 
much to the growing wealth of the 
Dominion. 

The northern latitudes of this 
part of Canada are no longer re- 
garded as an insuperable barrier 
to the development of natural re- 
sources, In many: respects aerial 
transport has done more to survey 
and to establish the potential re- 
sources of northern Canada during 
the past two or three years than 
may be said.to have been, accom- 
plished In that direction during

“Red” Holiday. 

On March 29, the Soviet holiday

Many of the employees of 
the GER. atill fear to bring their 
famiHes to the district and mer- 
‘chants refuse to bring anything 
except the smallest possible stocks 
into the territory. 

Moscow Conference.

HUMAN FACTOR. 


In the course cf an, interesting and instructive lecture on 
“Modern. Methods of Measurement” given before the Institution of 


Engineers and Shipbuilders, last 


night, Professor C. A. Miditeton 


Smith, M.Se., M.LMech.E:, traced the scientific development of pre- 


sent-day measuring instruments, 


He also dealt in an illuminating 


manner with the value o: the human factor, in production, and con- 


cluded with some interesting spec 


In the course of the paper, Prafes- 
sor Middieton Smith sald:-— 

It iy proposed to explain in a very 
simple manner, some of the methods 
of measurement that are now used 
to make records much more accur- 
ate and refined than can be cbtained 
by our primitive senses of toch and 
sight. The discussion will be con- 
fined almost entirely to what might 
be called tools of the engineer. If 
it is assumed that you all know 
nothing at all about such things, it 
iy. because of the desire to tell the 
tule eusily and: to make it a 
connected story. Experts.must be 
patient; perhapy, later, they will add 
words which will be a sequel to my 
simple statements. 

Unskilled Labour, 

In my experience an entircly new 
industrial revolution has taken place, 
_ On ulmost every count, the product 
of the machine has beaten the 
product of the workman's hand. 
“tilled Iabour,”. or the craftsman, 
as the term was understood thirty, 
or even twenty years ago, is a 
yanishing quantity. The almost 
placid’ trained artisan has been re- 
placed by muchine tools, supervisors, 
and unskilled labour, 

The Human Factor. . 

However ingenjous the man of 
science may be, he always finds that 
the greatest obstacle in his struggle 
‘ig not nature, but human nature, 

* He can nowadays easily change the 
latent power of oil and coal into 
energy that will drive ships or ma- 
chines In factories; but to overcome 
the inertin of masses of people takes 
much more time and thought, | 

That is the main problem in 
China to-day, For this huge coun- 


try, that is as big and varied as al 


continent, is just beginning its great 
Industrial revolution. 
“It hig an almost in-exhaustible 
supply of unskilled labour; it has— 
tn proportion to Britain and Ameri- 
cae an almost negligible quantity 
of .highiy trained and experienced 
skilled labour, However well we, in: 
the Unlversity of Hong Kong, oF 
other technical institutions, train 
young Chinese engineers, there must 
be a demand for supervisors from 


other countries for many decades | 


yet, unless, the industrial changes In 
China are much less rapid in future 
than in the last ten years. : 
Varying Standards in China. 
The greatest drag on all com- 
merce, on all ideas of the new indus- 
trial era in China, on all hopes of 
prosperity in the country, is the 
chaotic state of the measures in use. 
There can be no better method of 
Improving commercial.. intercourse 
and developing the. natural re- 
sources of the country than a 
uniformity of the. system of mea- 
sures jn China. R 
The state of the measures In 
China is chaos itself.

. surement, the lecturer then went on 
to describe in detail the instruments 
used in present-day shop, engineer- 
Ing and electrical practice. He also 
dealt with optical Instruments, and 
those used in the measurement of 
power. 
fact that it had not been found pos- 
sible to bring the metric system into 
general use, as it had obvious ad- 
vantages over the clumsy system of 
English units. 
Production Methods. 

The lecturer went on to atate that, 
however amazingly automatic any 
machine, however, there must be 
Inbour in attendance. Yet the main 
business of the factory iy not, as in 
years pone by, a handicraft. ‘It is 
brain-craft. » The output depends 
both upon intelligence that is almost 
primitive, and upon a highly deve- 
loped knowledge of applied science, 
human nature, ete.

‘Henry Ford. He has encouraged 
‘new ideas. He was among the first 

to realise that the systematic study 
' of. tools and measurements has made 
eclence a partner in the workshops 
of to-day..

Nowadays the designer of golf- 
courses is compelled to make long 
holes casier than they were before 


the inereasing pomutarity of the. 
game brought the problem of how to 


deal with week-end congestion. . 

The 600-vard hole on a modern 
course presents few diMculties to the 
player who drives a long ball. 
‘Tiger country” has been cut back 
and cut down until It has lost -its 
terrors, Fairways are picturesque- 
ly deacribed as a milo wide. Bunk- 
ers are inconvenient but they 
cause the golfer litt's anxiety unless 
the ball lies very badly. 

But to compensate for lost finesse 
at long holes, short holes are more 
numerous and more trappy. 

Elusive Threes. 

Many modern courses have four or 
five short holes, and these three 
bogeys can be made to cal] for more 
skill iu the securing than fours and 
fives at the longer holes. 

I was playing recently over a 
miniature course. 

A niniature course, it may be ex- 
plained, is a course mide up of nine 
or elghteen three-bogey holes. The 
player fy allowed a shot to put the 
ball onthe green and then two putts. 

The popularity of these courses as 
a diversion for non-golfers—parti- 
cularly at holiday times—has led tho 
older generation of players to regard 
them as something apart from true 
golf, Miniuture courses, however, 
are becoming amazingly popular 
both in public and private parks, and 
while they may not compare with 
courses designed on classic lines, 
they have a fascination for golfers 


who have savoured most of the other 


joys of the royal and ancient game, 
At the 
miniature course, some distinguish- 
ed players found difficulty in manag- 
ing elghteen holes in an average of 
threes, 
Take Time! 


It fs possible that they were not 
taking the effort very seriously, but 
if the miniature course were aa sim- 
ple a3 is sometimes suggested, 
1 do not think that so plentiful a 
sprinkling of fours would havo been 


found on the cards of a number of. 


the leading players in the country. 
The secret of designing a minfa- 

tura course is the dever guarding 

of thegreens, That, too, is the aim 


that the designer of any course 
keeps in mind when he comes to the 
laying out of any short holes. 

Short holes call for a technique of 
their own In the playing. ‘ 

Too many golfers put down a ball, 
take a mid-iron, and let fire. 

' This ia the wrong way. to play a 
short hole, 

Every player muat first take 
thought, for the tee shot Is also the 
approach shot, and the technique 
of the two is brought into play. 
The distance must be secured but 
not exceeded. The ball must be 
dropped on the green so that it will 
Tun towards the hole, not 
fall away from It, : 

Distances are- deceptive at short 
holes. hoy are usually uphill or 
down, or, if they are level, there is 
likely to be a valley between, 

Estimating distances over a valley, 
or uphill: or. down, is wotorious- 
ly difficult, : . 

Get There! 

The contingency of failure has to 
be considered. A bad shot on one 
side may put the ball beyond hopo 
of recovery. On the other the path 
may be clear for a chip shot op to 
the pin. 

A mid-lron may be tho club for 
the hole, judged by standards of dia- 
tance , only, but with a favouring 
wind the, player may “get there” 
with a mashie, while, with the wind 
In the wrong direction, the safest 
policy for ame players will bo to 
take a spoon, : 

These considerations are among 
the niceties of golf, .

It will be noticed that the most 
successful jron-club players are the 
most careful to avoid: the ‘error of, 
junder-clubbing, Tt is an extraordin- 
ary fact that players who cannot 
always make 200 yards with a wood- 
en club will be completely optimistic 
about their ability to drive a hole of 
190 yards with a forcing {ron shot. 
“Forcing iron shots,” said one player 
to me recontly, have ruined more 
rounds than there have been hours 
in'the history of golf. 

Club‘ Control. ; 

This recalls .the trans-Atlantic 
aphoriam ‘that “there is one born 
every minute,” but {t is not too 
cevere. The happy rules for playing 
a short hole are—take your tfme, 
take into consideration the elements 
prevailing, take the direction least 
likely to land you. Into trouble 
should you fail, and take the club 
that will get you the distance com- 
fortably. 

The mid-Jron range is from 120 to 
180 yards, according to ‘conditions. 
It is a proud achievement to be abla’ 
to take a mashie where other players

APPLYING THE ROLLER 
BANDAGE 


‘Now take the ro‘ler bandage, and 


j steadying the arm on the injured 


side, draw the bandage firmly, but 
‘not too strongly, backwards and in- 
wards so as to brace the arm and 
keep it both in towards the side and 
backwards; the bandage is now car- 
ried.round the back to the front of 
the chest and across the lower part 
of the upper arm; the point of the 
triangular‘ bandage is drawn up be- 
neath it and pinned to the roller 
bandage and the underlying folds of 
the triangular bandage. 

A couple more turns of the roller 
bandage are taken firmly round the 
chest, omitting, of course, the sound 
arm; the end of the roller bandage 
is finally ‘tied to the short end, 
which was left hanging loose.. By 
this simple procedure the arm is 
levered outwards with the pad as a 
fulcrum, braced back, and lifted uy», 
and if the work has been carefull7 
carried. out the patient will derive 
most wonderful comfort, the grat- 
ing, jarring sensation will disappear, 
and pain will be either’ absent or 
greatly diminished. .

COMMISSION IN SIBERIA, 

Stewart Brown special cor- 
respondent, Bangkok Dally Mail and 
United Press, writes from Paris: 

This year may sce the last vestige 
of slavery or foreed Inbaur wiped 
off the earth. 

With the opening of the new 
year a commission of three mem- 
bers accompanied by many © ussis- 
tants has: ‘left Paris for the tiny 
Republic’ of Liberia on the west 
coust of Africa to decide impartially 
whether Liberia still has any traces 
of-alavery or forced Inbour. 

This investigation, which the 
Rapublic of Liberia demanded of 
the League of Nations  folllowing 
disaparaging comment from other 
nations that slavery was still 
rampant in Liberia, will last four 
or five months. The United States 
has one member on the commission, 
the League one, while Liberia has 
appointed the third. 

The slavery connection adopted 
by the League In ‘1926, and «which 
so far has been signed by 28 nations, 
seeks the entire abolishment of 
slavery or enforced labour, which 
is still known to exist in certain 
colonies of Africa.’
